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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  miBEES  OF 


PUBLIC  trSALTH  COIvillTTES 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlernen, 

I  wish  to  present  my  25th  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough.  Also  included  are  the  local  statistics  relating  to  those 
services  administered  hy  Cheshire  County  Council  under  Part  III  of 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

This  will,  in  all  prohahility ,  he  the  last  occasion  when  you 
will  receive  an  annual  report  certainly  in  its  present  form  Because 
on  April  1st  1974  the  Borough  v/ill  no  longer  exist  and  hy  that  time 
it  may  not  have  Been  possible  to  produce  a  report  because  of  lack 
of  statistical  information.  The  first  annual  report  of  which  we 
have  a  copy  is  dated  I9OO  But  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

Dr.  F.J.  RoBerts-Dudley ,  quotes  this  as  his  27th  which  dates  the 
first  one  for  the  year  1873  covering  the  year  prior  to  his  appoint¬ 
ment  in  1874*  This  therefore  is  the  99'th  contribution  of  the  Borough's 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  work  of  your  Public  Health  Department. 

If  Dr.  RoBerts-Dudley  could  see  the  statistics  presented  to  you 
now  he  would  Be  staggered  at  the  revolution  that  has  taken  place  in 
the  field  of  infectious  diseases,  at  the  remarkable  survival  rate  of 
infants  and  at  the  virtual  elimination  of  maternal  deaths.  In  I9OO 
the  number  of  infant  deaths  was  253  (14  iJ^  1972)  the  number  of  deaths 
from  the  seven  chief  zymotic  diseases  (Smallpox,  Measles,  Scarlet 
Fever,  Diphtheria,  Y/hooping  Cough,  Typhus  Enteric  and  Dysentery)  was 
98  (nil  for  many  years  noY/) .  In  I9OO  there  were  44  cases  of  typhoid 
fever  and  20  cases  of  smallpox  -  diseases  v/hich  toda;>’'  hit  the  national 
headlines  when  they  occur  in  ones  or  twos.  He  would  of  course  be 
delighted  to  see  that  an  efficient  Y/ater  carriage  system  of  sev/age 
disposal  had  replaced  the  old  priwy  middens  .and  cess  pits,  that  the 
town  had  been  cleared  of  back  to  back  houses,  cellar  dwellings  and 
cramped  insanitary  blocks  of  property  with  a  reduction  in  the  ill 
health  they  caused.  These  improvements  have  been  brought  about  by 
imiDroved  scientific  knov/ledge  and  by  its  intelligent  and  vigorous 
application  by  the  preventive  health  seirvices  you  and  your  prede¬ 
cessors  have  administered  over  the  past  I16  years. 
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In  1974  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  v/ill  cease  to  exist,  a 
victim  of  the  National  Health  Semrioe  Reorganisation  Act.  His  place 
will  be  taken  by  the  new  Gommunity  Physician  or  Specialist  in 
Community  Medicine  who  Y/ill  be  an  officer  of  the  nev/  Area  Health 
Authority  and  whose  services  and  expert  knowledge  Y;ill  be  available 
to  the  new  Metropolitan  District.  With  goodwill  and  effective 
collaboration  there  is  no  reason  why  the  new  system  should  not  prove 
as  effective  as  the  old  but  one  hopes  that  the  link  that  has  always 
existed  between  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  Public  Health  Inspectors 
7;ill  continue  as  this  was  an  effective  team  against  those  appalling 
conditions  and  diseases  ao  prevalent  in  the  days  of  Dr.  Rob erts -Dudley . 

I  have  enjoyed  my  work  with  you  over  the  past  25  years  and  would 
like  to  thank  you  Mr.  Chairman,  your  predecessors  and  Committee  members 
since  1948  for  their  kindness  and  help  to  me  at  all  times.  We  have  had 
our  differences  but  these  have  been  few  and  always  settled  amicably  and 
I  think  that  as  a  result  of  our  efforts  the  living  conditions  and  health 
of  the  towns  inhabitants  have  materially  improved. 

Finally,  it  Yfould  be  remiss  of  me  if  I  did  not  thank  Mr.  Spencer 
and  before  him,  Mr.  Norris  and  indeed  all  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
over  the  years  who  have  done  so  much  to  help  me  and  you  in  the  field  of 
prevention.  Since  1948  we  have  had  a  joint  staff  shared  Y/ith  Cheshire 
County  Council  and  to  them  also  I  Y/ould  say  thank  you  for  their  invaluable 
and  loyal  contribution  that  has  made  the  Public  Health  Department  such  a 
success  dealing  with  routine  matters  cheerfully  and  the  many  crises  quickly 
and  effectively.

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PHYSICAL  FSATTJRES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


The  Borough  of  Stalyhridge  is  roughly  triangular  in  shape, 
Bordered  on  the  south  side  By  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Lulcinfield 
and  on  the  north  west  By  the  Municipal  Borough  of  Ashton-under-Lyne 
and  on  the  north  and  east  By  Mossley  and  Mottram  respectively. 

The  River  Tame,  which  at  this  point  is  the  Boundary  of 
Lancashire  and  Cheshire,  divides  the  town?  the  northern  half  lies 
in  Lancashire,  whilst  the  southern  half  lies  in  Cheshire.  For 
administrative  purposes  the  Borough  is  considered  to  Be  in  Cheshire. 

The  Borough  surrounded  By  hills  on  all  sides  except  the  west 
is  situate  on  the  westerly  slopes  of  the  Pennine  Chain,  74  niiles 
east  of  llanchester  and,  althou^  the  main  portion  of  the  town  is 
Built  round  the  River  Tame  at  approximately  400  feet  above  sea 
level,  the  ground  on  the  eastern  side  rises  to  a  height  of  1,000 
feet. 

SOCIAL  COALITIONS 

Although  this  part  of  the  County  was  originally  developed  as 
a  textile  area  there  has  been  a  changing  pattern  over  the  years. 

It  is  true  textiles  still  employ  the  greatest  number  of  people. 

But  other  industries  have  crept  into  the  tovm  and  created  their 
ovm  problems,  particularly  to  tenants  of  adjoining  properties.

BIRTH  RATE 


Thera  was  a  decrease  in  the  births  in  the  Borough  in  1972  when  419 
were  recorded.  This  figure  is  made  up  of  215  males  and  204  females,  and 
gives  a  corrected  livebirth  rate  of  17»7  per  thousand  population.  The 
number  of  illegitimate  births  was  28  representing  6.9^’  of  all  births.

DEATH  RATE 


The  number  of  deaths  in  the  Borough  increased  by  7  to  275* 

Of  these  I46  were  males  and  134  females  giving  a  crude  death 
rate  of  11.8  per  thousand  population. 

The  corrected  death  rate  for  Stalybridge,  that  is  the  death 
rate  adjusted  for  the  particular  variations  in  age  and  sex 
distribution  in  Stalybridge  compared  with  the  country  as  a  whole,  was 
13«5.  Chest  conditions  resulted  in  65  deaths  of  which  13  were  carcinoma 
of  the  lung  (IO  men,  3  women)  and  15  were  from  bronchitis  and  emphysema. 
There  were  28  deaths  from  pneumonia.  Heart  disease  claimed  86  victims 
of  which  the  greatest  nomber  v/as  from  coronary  thrombosis,  62  patients 
died  from  this  condition. 

There  were  two  suicides  in  the  borough  during  1972,  and  accidents 
accounted  for  4  deaths  (2  motor  vehicle  and  2  by  other  accidents). 

INEAI^  MORTALITY  RATE 

There  were  I4  infant  deaths  during  the  year  an  increase  of  6  on 
the  1971  figure.  This  represents  a  rate  of  33*0,  18.0  in  1971* 

STILLBIRTHS 


There  were  4  stillbiths  notified  in  1972  giving  a  rate  of  9  P®^ 
thousand  related  births  (7  in  1971)» 

NEO  NATAL  DEATH  RATE 


The  neo-natal  death  rate,  which  represents  the  number  of  deaths 
of  infants  under  4  weeks  of  age  per  thousand  livebirths,  v/as  26 
compared  with  1 4  in  1971* 

PERI  HATi\L  DEATH  RATE 


This  rate  is  based  on  the  mortality  in  the  period  surrounding 
the  birth  and  includes  both  neo  natal  deaths  and  stillbirths.  It 
increased  this  year  from  21  to  35*

In  conclusion  it  would  be  remiss  of  me  not  to  mention  the 
loyal  and  conscientious  service  given  by  all  members  of  the 
staff,  v/ithout  which  a  department  cannot  function  successfully 
and  I  would  like  to  say  how  much  the  help  and  encouragement  given 
to  the  department  by  the  Chairman,  Deputy  Chairman  aiid  members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  has  been  greatly  appreciated.

Incontinence  pads  continue  to  be  the  main  demand  and 
prove  to  he  a  most  useful  nursing  aid.  Prom  time  to  time 
special  articles  are  requested  hy  medical  practitioners  and 
district  nurses,  such  as  protective  pants  with  interliners  for 
ambulant  patients  and  urine  drainage  bags  for  patients  with 
in-lying  catheters. 

District  nurses  and  midwives  continue  to  be  supplied 
with  pre-packed  sterilised  equipment,  disposable  syringes 
and  needles,  dressing  packs,  catheters,  disposable  caps  etc. 


Convalescent  Home  Treatment 

Arrangements  are  in  operation  with  five  homes,  two  at 
St.  Annes-on-Sea,  one  at  Jilarple,  one  at  Buxton  and  one  for 
men  at  Llanfairfechan.  3  patients  were  admitted  during  the 
year. 
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
